Mexico City, April 4.—The Fed­ 
eral Government still obstinately de­ 
nies today the capture of Torreon by 
the Rebels. 
It was assumed in many 
quarters, 
however, 
that 
General 
Huerta and his Ministers were not 
in ignorance of the fate of that city. 
It was suggested that the with­ 
holding of the news from the public 
was based on phychological rather 
than military grounds. It was point­ 
ed out by serious minded people here 
that the temperament of the Mexican 
populace was such that news of a 
disaster like the fall 
of 
Torreon 
might easily start an avalanche of 
public opinion against the Adminis­ 
tration which would thus find itself 
seriously embarrassed at 
the 
most 
critical moment of its career. 
The taking- of Torreon gives the 
Constitutionalists control of practic­ 
ally half the Republic, with the ex­ 
ception of the cities of Saltillo and 
Monterey, the capitals of the states 
of CoahuilJa and Nuevo Leon. 
With the exception of the Im Par­ 
ral, every newspaper in the Federal 
capital published 
accounts 
highly 
tavorable to the government’s side 
of the operations in the neighbor- 
kood of Torreon.

per announced the fall of that city.

Mexico City, April 4.— The Fed­ 
eral Government still obstinately de­ 
nies today the capture of Torreon by 
the Rebels. It was assumed in many 
quarters, 
however, 
that 
General 
Huerta and his Ministers wrere not 


in ignorance of the fate of that city. 
It was suggested that the with­ 
holding of the news from the public ed 
was based on phychological rather 
than military grounds. It was point­ 
ed out by serious minded people here 
that the temperament of flu* Mexican 
populace was such that news of a 
disaster like the fail 
of 
Torreon 
alight easily start an avalanche of 
public opinion against the Adminis­ 
tration winch would thus find itself 
seriously embarrassed at 
the 
most 
critical moment of its career. 
The taking of Torreon gives tile 
Constitutionalists control of practic­ 
ally half the Republic, with the ex­ 
ception of the cities of Saltillo and 
Monterey, the capitals of the states 
of CoahuilJa and Nuevo Leon. 
With the exception of the Im Par­ 
ral, every newspaper in the Federal 
capital published 
accounts 
highly 
favorable to the government’s side 
of the operations in the neighbor­ 
hood of Torreon. 
Not one newspa­ 
per announced the fall of that city. 
The only reference to the Federal loss 
was in a denial, and indicated that 
the report showed the
